A new auto mo bile drew up in fro nt 
o f the stables o f Sheriff J o hn Butler 
Friday , say s the Shelby v ille News, to 
take the place o f “ Old Dills,” a trus­ 
ty chugger that has 
sto o d 
by the 
sheriff thro ugh thick and thin the 
past y ear. “ Old Dill” gav e go o d ser­ 
v ice until recently when she stuck 
her no se in a ditch. Mr. Butler’s new 
machine was giv en a test to Rush­ 
v ille y esterday , the trip being made 
in ex cellent time. 


Quite a 
surprise and 
sensatio n 
was sprung y esterday ev ening when 
it became kno wn that Sheridan Dau- 
benspeck, a pro minent farmer liv ing 
near 
Glenwo o d, was 
arrested by 
Sheriff Will L. King, o n a charge o f 
grand larceny . 
The charge grew o ut 
o f the famo us green go o ds case in 
which Stamper White, a pro minent 
and wealthy farmer, who was a clo se 
neighbo r o f Daubenspeck, lo st be­ 
tween ten and twenty tho usand do l­ 
lars in a cro o ked deal. 
The ex po s­ 
ure o f the illicit and bo ld game caus­ 
ed no end o f discussio n at the time, 
and attracted State wide attentio n. 
Fo r so me reaso n o r ano ther, the 
details o f the big swindle were nev er 
made public and it was tho ught that 
White, who is reputed to be wo rth in 
the neighbo rho o d o f o ne 
hundred 
tho usand do llars, wanted to see the 
cases dro pped rather than pro secute 
and suffer the publicity that wo uld 
necessarily attend the trials o f tho se 
accused. 


It was said that White lo st eigh­ 
teen tho usand do llars in dealing with 
the green go o ds ex pert and did no t 
get o ne penny in 
return^ either 
in 
go o d o r bad mo ney . 
Fo llo wing this, 
it is said, that a number o f do uble- 
cro ss games were play ed o n the un­ 
so phisticated farmer and he lo st an 
additio nal ten 
tho usand 
do llars in 
this manner. 
The green go o ds game 
was successfully 
carried 
o n by a 
pro fessio nal and it is charged that 
three o f White’s neighbo rs were in­ 
terested in the 
swindle and 
had a 
hand in engineering o ne o f the mo st 
gigantic 
swindles o f its 
kind ev er 
carried o n in the State. 
Dauben­ 
speck, who co mes fro m o ne o f the 
best families in the co unty , was ac­ 
cused o f co mplicity . 
So me there are 
who declared he was the ring leader 
in the deal. 
It was said that Dau­ 
benspeck lo st mo ney in the 
same 
game—try ing %to x get so mething for 
no thing—and to get ev en, assisted 
the co nfidence men in fleecing White. 
The grand jury to o k up the matter 
o f an inv estigatio n and sev eral in­ 
dictments were returned. 
One was 
against Daubenspeck. 
At that time 
he o wned a nice farm, but put it in 
the name o f his father and fled fro m 
the co untry . 
Since that 
time the 
warrant has been in the 
handfc o f 
Sheriff King. A few day s ago it be­ 
came kno wn that Daubenspeck had 
returned to Rush 
co unty 
and the 
sheriff go t busy o n an inv estigatio n 
and was preparing to go and arrest 
Daubenspeck. 
In so me manner this 
wo rd reached the ears o f Dauben­ 
speck and late y esterday afterno o n 
he came to Rushv ille and gav e him­ 
self up. 
He was released o n a bo nd 
o f $1000. 


It is understo o d that Daubenspeck 
has been in the co unty fo r so me time 
and that he has been in Rushv ille at 
least a do zen times within the past 
few mo nths. Other arrests will pro b­ 
ably fo llo w in a few day s.

In spite of the fa ct that linen has 
been worn so many seasons, there 
seems to be no abatement of the fa ­ 
vor shown towards it. 
Moreover, as 
it comes in so many weig hts froift a 
very fine sheer variety , suitable to 
the 
dressiest 
costumes 
to 
those 
heavier sorts used for walking skirts 
and coats, it is one of the most used 
materials for summer g owns. 
The first linen suits, which were 
those shown for the Southern trade, 
were made upon the plainest lines— 
long close-fitting sleeves, extremely 
■scant skirts and only a slig ht sug ­ 
g estion of the empire at the waist­ 
line. 
The g own 
really 
looks 
as 
thoug h the material had run short. 
There is alway s an absolute absence 
of any g athers or plaits; 
if there 
are tucks they are very tiny and used 
only as decorations, not as mediums 
of any fullness. 
There is a com­ 
plete absence of an y frills, for the 
linen frock of the moment will de­ 
pend upon elaborate, heavy embroid­ 
ery or braiding for its embellishment. 
Heavy linen and embroidery of the 
ey elet variety combine to form hand­ 
some frocks made in princess sty le 
with a panel y oke and part sleeves of 
the embroidery . 
For street wear the short skirt a f­ 
ter all is voted quite smart and if 
worn for business or for 
moniing 
wear is the correct thing . 
Considering the dressy appearance 
of these g o^ds, some very beautiful 
effects are to be found at most reas­ 
onable rates. 
A beautifully meshed 
and striped linen was sold recently 
at twenty -four cents a y ard, and the 
linen fabrics are to be found in all 
the fashionable 
shades, 
some 
of 
which have fine pin stripes set an 
inch or an inch 
and a half 
apart. 
Many of these colored linens are fin­ 
ished in hand embroidery ; 
eevn the 
borne dressmaker could do a larg e 
fig ured patern on the reveres, cuffs, 
vest or panel. 
A heavy linen floss 
that fills up well should be used. 
During the week I saw two g owns 


of linen. One was in a deep shade of 
old rose trimmed with insets of filet 
and the other a delicate soft rose- 
tinted linen, was beautiful, with a fin­ 
ish of the embroidery I have spoken 
of. 
Violet tones in linen bid fair to be 
very popular for those who can wear 
that color, and while one 
shade of 
mauve or purple may be extremely 
try ing another shade may bring out 
the best tones of the face, so it is 
well to know or try the color next to 
the face before buy ing . Then the ad­ 
dition of soft cream or 
white lace 
will often make a dress more becom­ 
ing than it w’ould otherwise be. 
Gray and browrn in this 
popular 
material are much liked and are col­ 
ors g enerally becoming . 
Some 
of 
these have invisible stripes or cheeks, 
and others have the fine white pin 
stripes, while others have small self- 
colored fig ures. 
There is a fJ retty 
brown with a quarter inch stripe of 
a lig hter shade while a dull pink iinen 
having a fig ure in it is used for the 
cuffs, collar and revers and outlines 
the front panel on the skirt. 
There 
are certain shades of pink and old 
rose that combine in a most harmoni­ 
ous way . 
The suede 
shose 
may 
match the brown of the 
dress, the 
g oves and bag afe in brown suede 
and the browrn hat may have rose 
trimming s, or the hat may be wholly 
of old rose. 
The parasol may be of 
old rose also. 
For early summer while coats are 
y et worn a g ray lnen that borders on 
smoke would be 
serviceable 
and 
could with care be worn all summer 
before seeing the necessity of g oing 
to the cleaners. That is one thing in 
favor of the darker linens, with a 
little care one can with the pressing 
iron, have alway s a nice g own for 
knocking about in. 
There is 1 1 0 distinctiv e sty le used in 
the models for linens alone; they are 
made on the same lines and follow 
more ex pensive fabrics. 
One linen 
costume shown 
was of 
mulberrv 


heavy linen, in semi-princess mode, 
having a cream colored y oke finished 
with a sleeveless coat of heavy linen 
lace dy ed to match, and while there 
was practically no warmth an extra 
dressy effect was added to its use. 
So far we have spoken g enerally of 
those heavier linens 
intended 
for 
street and traveling and g eneral wear 
but a g reat many linens come, fine 
and soft and silky in appearance that 
makes beautiful house and afternoon 
costumes.

Section 39 82 of the Revised Stat­ 
utes of the United States makes it 
unlawful for any one to establish a 
private express foT the carriage of 
letters or packets over any postroad 
of the United States or between any 
city, town or place between which the 
mail is regularly carried, and yet this 
is precisely what the express com­ 
panies are doing every day in the 
year. 


Mr Williams 
finds 
that a large 
proportion of the mail other than the 
first-class is now 
carried 
by the 
great express companies in competi­ 
tion with the Postoffice Departtnent. 
As a result of this surrender by 
the government of its prerogative, 
Mr. Williams contends that “towns 
and villages are 
handicapped and 
discriminated against by the express 
companies, and they so juggle their 
rates as to get all of the profitable 
business which would otherwise go 
by mail, and leave the postoffice to 
carry such only as those distant and 
remote places, and all of 
this is 
plainly seen to be at the expense of 
the revenues of the postoffiee. 
TKis 
we have twenty-four million dollars’ 
express company “dividend melons* 
end fifteen million dollars postal de­ 
ficits, all of which the whole people 
pay. 
The case is now* before the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the 8th circuit 
>f the United States to 
sit at St. 
Paul, Minn. 
Should the court de­ 
ride in Mr. Williams* favor, the case 
will,of course, he carried to the Su­ 
preme court. 
The question of the 
early establishment of^ parcels post 
-eems to he 
involved in the 
issue 
raised.

Incident* In th* Career o f J o seph E. 
Chamberlain, G reat U n io n is t Leader. 
J o seph E. Chamberlain was until his 
retirement a g reat Unio nist leader In 
British po litics. 
He early became 
kno wn fo r bis radical o pinio ns and 
was In turn co uncilman and may o r o f 
P.lrming ham and o n the return o f the 
Liberals In 1886 was made president 
o f the bo ard o f trade, with & seat In 
the cabinet 
Mr. Chamberlain achiev ed g reat pro m­ 
inence by his schemes fo r the reg en­ 
eratio n o f the masses, which Included 
the “ restitutio n'* o f land and the “ ran­ 
so m'* o f pro perty . 
He succeeded in 
passing the bankruptcy bill; he adv o ­ 
cated the readjustment o f tax atio n, 
free scho o ls and creatio n o f allo tments 
by co mpulso ry purchase. 
He resig ned fro m the o ffice o f presi­ 
dent o f the g o v ernment bo ard In 
March, 1886 , o ne mo nth after he had 
taken the o ffice, as o utco me o f his o p­ 
po sitio n to the Gladsto ne party and 
particularly the Gladsto ne ho me rule 
po licy fo r Ireland. 
Lo rd Salisbury , as prime minister, 
sent him to the United States as co m­ 
missio ner in the Canadian fisheries 
disputes, and later he was made co ­ 
lo nial minister. 
His chief ambitio n 
during ^the perio d he held this o ffice 
was to bind clo ser, if po ssible, the co l­ 
o nies to Eng land. 
He succeeded in 
many instances. 
In 1888 he married Mary Endlco tt, 
daug hter o f William G. Endico tt, sec­ 
retary o f war in Clev eland’s first term. 
He resig ned as secretary o f state fo r

FIXING THE RESPONSIBILITY 


With Characteristic Variableness Lead­ 


ers 
in 
Defeated 
Movement 
Are 


Seeking to Throw the Responsibility 


o f Their Failure Upon Each Other— 


Labor Federation At Once Issued a 


Manifesto in Which It Seeks to Cov­ 


er Up Its Retreat. 


Paris, May 22. — The curtain has 
been rung do wn 
upo n the general 
strike amid 
recriminatio ns 
by 
the 
leaders who tried to thro w the re­ 
spo nsibility fo r the failure upo n each 
o ther and the defeated po stal em­ 
plo y es. 
The end came when a few 
hundred men vo ted to resume wo rk. 
The general federatio n pf labo r then 
threw’ up the spo nge and issued a man­ 
ifesto in which they seek to co ver up 
itheir 
retreat, 
ex plaining 
that the 
po stal emplo y es were o verco nfident o f 
the success o f their seco nd strike, 
“which every thing 
sho ws 
was pre­ 
pared and instigated by the go vern­ 
ment wrhich w’rs desiro us o f an o ppo r­ 
tunity fo r avenging itself against the 
leaders o f the first strike." The state­ 
ment adds that the strikes o f the ex ­ 
cavato rs and o ther wo rkmen having 
sufficiently demo nstrated the so lidari­ 
ty o f the pro letariat and the po stmen 
there was no reaso n to call o ut o ther 
unio ns, no tably the electricians, who 
had ex pressed their readiness to enter 
the fight. 
With the surrender o f the general 
federatio n o f labo r the strike o f the 
po stmen, which already had prac ically 
ended, co llapsed entirely and the few 
men who were still o n strike decided 
to return to their o ffices and try to 
secure their o ld po sitio ns. 
The po st­ 
men and a few o f the o ther unio ns 
are no w raising a fund fro m which to 
give the dismissed po stal emplo y es 
$30 a mo nth until they can o btain 
o ther emplo y ment.

Monument to George Rogers 


Clark Erected Today.

west Territo ry , was unveiled in a park 1

The site o f the memo rial is impress­ 
ive. It cro wns an embankment which

The figure o f Clark, which is the 
wo rk o f Charles Mulligan, a Chicago 
sculpto r, stands seventeen feet high 
It is o f bro nze o n a pedestral o f granite 
Fo ur shields ado rn the base, o ne o n 
each side o f the granite suppo rt They 
are the shields, respectively , o f Illino is, 
Ohio , Indiana and Kentucky , the o rigin­ 
al states carved o ut o f the No rthwest 
Territo ry and the state which supplied 
the tro o ps fo r the histo ric ex peditio n.
